intelligent and wealthy were educated 
in Eastern colleges. They have a 
legislative form of government, with 
a Senate and House of Assembly; a 
governor and head chief, elected by 
the people; courts ani justice-cfficers. 
Their country is divided into five differ- 
ent ccanties.

Cheyenne. So that under the circum- 
stances—think of the Black Hills, less 
than 29 niles west of us, how do you 
get over that? Itis n» wonder that all 
our buildings are boarding houses and 
all our citizens carpenters, for the pro- 
ple of the Union must be fed and they 
cannot be expected to live out of doors 
all their lives, neither is it a matter for 
surprise that our spirits should be ex- 
uberant, and that we should keep a 
small delegation of “Chiefs” about 
town, whose duty seems to be to “bust 
from the trembling bodies of inoffen- 
sive individuals, Thc se indefatigable 
“braves” are constantly on the war- 
path—peace with them is wretchedness 
unbearable and. war tu their thirsty 
souls, a big medicine, more soothing 
than Mrs. Winslow. Their persons are 
decorated with a Cult’s Navy, “grace- 
fully flopping on each hip, while an 
“Harkansaw tooth-pick” indicates the 
lucality of the spinal column. With 
all these advantages spread out before 
us, I again insist, it is no wonder!
